THE JUDGMENT. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that at a 
District Court held at Nenagh on Tuesday, 
18th December, 1923, Captain Francis. R. 
Eustace and Phyllis Cecil Coldwell “were 
brought before the court by Chief Super- 
jntendent Clinton, of the Civic Guard, on a 
charge which was entered in the order book 
as follows :— 

“You, the defendants, on the 16th Decem- 
ber, 1923, at Puckane, Co. Tipperary, had 
unlawfully in your possession, well knowing 
the same to have been stolen, the follow- 
ing property :—240lbs. of bacon, 5 boxes of 
biscuits, 3 packages of candles, 2 boxes of 
soap, 1 box of Rinso, 1 box of Lux, 6 pots 
of jam, and a quantity of currants and 
raisins.’ 

After hearing, the Justice made an order, 
or was entered in the order book, column 
“On the evidence given, and defendant, 

Francis R, Eustace, not having given an 

account to the satisfaction of the District 

Justice of the manner in which he came 

by the, property found in his possession, is 

convicted, and ordered to be imprisoned in 

Limerick Jail for twelve months without 

hard labour. Defendant, Phyllis Cecil Cold- 

well is discharged from custody, as the case 
against her is dismissed without prejrdice.’’ 

It was stated in column 8 of the order book 
that the order was made under the Public 
Safety (Emergency Powers) Act, 1923, Section 
9, and the District Justice (Temporary Powers) 
Act, 1923 


THE CONDITIONAL ORDER. 


On the 24th December, 1923, a conditional 
order for certiorart was made by the Court, 
and the grounds upon which the conditional 
order was sought were stated to be:—(1) That 
the order was made without, and in excess of, 
jurisdiction; (2) that the proceedings were 
irregular, as no charge was read to the pri- 
soners, nor were they asked to plead; (3) that 
the District Justice refused the application 
on behalf of the prisoners to have- them sent 
for trial by a jury, and depositions taken, 
and misdirected himself in Jaw in respect 
thereof by stating that the prosecutor had the 
option to have the case tried summarily; (4) 
that the District Justice illegally permitted 
one of the prisoners on the joint charge to 
give evidence before discharge; (5) that the 
essentials of justice were disregarded, inas- 
much as the said District Justice refused to 
allow an adjournment of the case for the pur- 


. Pose of enabling the defendants to obtain the 


assistance of counsel. 

The conditional order was obtained on the 
affidavit of Mr. McGrath, the solicitor who 
appeared for Captain Eustace at the hearing, 
and subsequently affidavits were filed by Cap- 
tain Eustace, who was then, and is still, im- 
prisoned in Limerick Jail. | 

Mr, Flood, District Justice, had filed an 
affidavit by way of showing cause, and the 
case came before the Court on the application 
of Captain Eustace to make absolute the con- 
ditional order notwithstanding the cause 
shown. 

His lordship referred to the duties and 
powers of District Justices, and proceeded to 
discuss the grounds hr which it was sought 
to “ge the order of the District Justice. 

The Superintendent of the Civic Guard 
charged the accused with having unlawfully 
certain goods in their possession, “well 
knowing the same to have been stolen. 
He. (his lordship) “had no ’ doubt 
that the superintendent, who used apt 
words for the purpose, intended to charge the 
accused with an indictable offence under the 
Larceny Act, and not with the new offence 
which was created by Section 9 of the Public 
Safety Act—it was a charge of an indictable 
offence, in respect of which the only duty 
of the District Justice was to take deposi- 
tions and return the case for trial. 

The Justice, however, at the instance of the 
State Solicitor, and without any alteration 
of the charge as laid, proceeded to hear the 
case, and convicted the accused of having 
the goods in his possession, well knowing the 
saine to have been stolen, although this was 
not a charge upon which he could have been 
convicted under the provisions of the later 
statute. 


FUTILE SUGGESTION, 


It was contended for the District Justice 
that the charge as laid was practically the 
same as mentioned in Section i of the Public 
Safety Act, but it was rather futile to sug- 
gest that it was the same thing to charge a 
man with being in possession of goods which 
somebody else might reasonably suspect of 
having been stolen and to charge him with 
cows Éus possession of goods which he himself 
well knew to have been stolen, more especially 
where the law itself drew a clear distinction 
between the two offences, and made one 
offence punishable on summary conviction, 
and the other only on indictment. 

It was further contended that, even though 
the conviction was clearly bad in form, the 
defect was cured by Section 76, of 41 and 42 
Vic., Cap. 56. However wide a meaning 
might be given to that section, it could not 
be so far extended as to apply to a case where 
the words of the charge aptiy described an 
offence which could only be tried on indict- 
ment, and where the conviction purported to 
sentence the accused to imprisonment for an 
offence over which the Justice had no juris- 
diction, 

Serjeant Hanna, on behalf of Captain 
Kustace, contended with great persistence and 
force that Section 9 of the Public Safety Act, 
1925, was a violation of Article 72 of the Con- 
stitution, which provided in express terms 
that no person should be tried on any criminal 
charge without a jury, save in the case of 
charges in respect of minor offences, triable 
by law before a court of summary jurisdiction. 

e (his Lordship) did not think it necessary 
to discuss the question in detail, more 
especially as the Act had now expired; but 
he had no doubt that a charge properly laa 
under Section 9 of the Public Safety. Act 
ought to be regarded as for a minor offence, 
and, indeed, it had been so dealt with in the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police District since the 
passing of the Dublin Police Act, 1842, over 
eighty years ago. i 

_ Section 9 of the Public Safety Act was prac- 
tically the same, except as regards the punish- 
ment, and was obviously copied from Section 
5 of: the Dublin Police Act. The mere fact 
of the penalty having been increased did not 
alter the character of the offence. i 

With regard to the point that the findings 
were irregular, as no charge was read to the 
ag and they were not asked to plead, 

is Lordship said that he was satisfied with 
the affidavit of the District Justice that the 
charge was read; that the defendants did not 
admit their guilt, and that, consequently, if 
this was a case which could be determined on 
summary jurisdiction, the formalities required 
by Section 19 of the Petty Sessions (Ireland) 
Act, 1851, were complied with. 

The third ground on which the conditional 
order was sought-was that the District Justice 
refused the application on behalf of the pri- 
soners to have the case sent for trial by a 
jury and depositions taken, and misdirected 
himself in law in respect thereof by stating 
that the, prosecutor had the option to have 
it tried summarily.

The fourth ground of the application ‘was 
that the District Justice illegally permitted 
one of the prisoners on the joint charge to 
give evidence before discharge. It 
was, no doubt, to be” regretted 
that the law which prevented an accused per- 
son from giving evidence had not been altered 
in the Free State as it was altered in England 
in 1898, and in Northern Ireland last year; 
but the duty of the District Justice, no less 


than theirs, was to administer the law as he 


found it, and it was held by no less than 
eixteen judges in the case of R. v. Payne, that 
where two persons were indicted and tried to- 
ether, one was not a competent witness for 
the other. In the present case the two ac- 
cused were charged and tried together. It was 
admitted that at the timé P. C. Coldwell gave 
evidence she had not been discharged, and 
consequently the reception of that evidence 
was illegal. ; 
He would, however, hesitate to grant a writ 
upon that ground alone, as he thought that 
the accused (Eustace) had by his conduct pre- 
cluded himself from taking such an objection. 
It was quite clear that P. C. Coldwell’ would 
not have been examined except at the instance 
and request of Captain Eustace, and there was 
a number of cases which laid down that on an 
application for certiorari the Court would 
take into consideration the conduct of the 
arty applying. 
” il ré ii aiiiatanosa of the case he (his 
lordship) should not make the admission of this 
evidence one of the grounds upon which he 
would grant the writ, as the authorities were 
not fully opened to them, and the question 
appeared to be one of difficulty, about which 
he had not formed a final opinion, but his im- 
pression was that the order was also bad on

The fifth ground on which the conditional 
order was sought was that the essentials of 


justice were disregarded, inasmuch as the Dis- | 


trict Justice refused to allow another adjourn- 
ment of the trial for the purpose of enabling 
the defendant to obtain the assistance of 
counsel. In reference to that ground the Dis- 
trict Justice had simply sworn that Mr. 
McGrath did not at any time apply for an 
adjournment, and he (his lordship) accepted 
that statement. 

In the result his lordship was clearly of 
opinion that the order as made was bad on its 
face on the grounde stated, and was made 
without and in excess of jurisdiction, and that 
consequently the writ of certiorari should go, 
and the conviction should be quashed. To pre- 
vent any misapprehension it might be well to 
state that their order, quashing the conviction, 
did not amount to an acquittal. They had no 
materials before them to determine guilt or 
innocence, and they had no jurisdiction to do 
so, and if any subsequent proceedings were 
taken the accused could not avail himself of 
the plea of autre fois acquit. They did not 
give costs against the District Justice, as they 
recognised that while he made a mistake he 
was honestly endeavouring to do his duty in 
circumstances somewhat unusual, and certainly 
difficult. 

A NARROW ISSUE. 


Mr. Justice Dodd said that the case came to 
be determined upon a narrow issue. It was 
one of some importance, and raised a question 
of constitutional interest. The Public Safety 
(Emergency Powers) Act, 1923, contemplated 
three classes of offence; one triable by the 
military, one triable on indictment, and one 
triable by magistrates. The offence created 
by the Act was a new one, and included in the 
category of a minor offence to be tried by the 
Justice. The section that enacted the offence 
enacted the jurisdiction. It was not an indict- 
able offence. The accused could not be re 
turned for trial upon it, and the claim of the 
culprits there to be tried by a jury had no 
foundation. 

All the other questions being out of the way, 
the sole question for adjudication then was—- 
Is the conviction conformable to the charge? 
He thought it. was clear that the Superinten- 
dent of the Civic Guard did preeent ‘the 
charge as one in which the Justice was asked 
to return the case for trial, on indictment, and 
on the record the conviction did not follow 
that charge. The Clerk read out Section 9 of 
the Act of 1923, and the Justice appeared also 
to have read it out, and the Act was set out 
on the record as the one under which the com- 
plaint was made. But that did not cure a 
defect the complaint. No amendment was, 
in fact, made, 

Though no amendment was made in the 
charge as presented in the first instance by 
the Inspector of the Civic Guard the trial was 
proceeded as if such amendment had been 
made. The accused both admitted that they 
had been in possession of things ‘* reasonably 
suspected of being stolen’’; in fact, they knew 
the goods had been stolen, and they purported 
to satisfy the Justice as to how they came by 
the goods. They got them under duress. 
That was the only issue. It was determined 
against them. Up to the last minute the 
Justice, if his attention had been called to it, 
could have amended the record. 

Then came the question, had they a discre- 
tion to refuse, and ought they, if it was within 
their discretion to refuse ? He was of opinion 
for some time that they might refuse the writ 
in this case on their discretion. That would, 
in hie opinion, preserve the integrity of the 
record, and meet the justice—the rational jus- 
tice of the case. That, however, was a matter 
upon which he could not press his view against 
the view of his colleagues. 

The accused might have a chance of finding 
the Justice in a more placable mood as to the 
length of the sentence. The lady was dis- 
charged, and could be examined in any subse 
quent proceedings, and there were other con- 
siderations on which he would not dwell. He 
might appeal, might have the conviction re- 
versed, or the sentence diminished, or he 
might prevail on the authorities to have him 
sent for trial. In deference to his 
colleagues .he read agdin the cases 
in which the writ was withheld. In each 
of them it was the accused himself who caused 
the error on the record. On fuller reflection 
he (Mr. Justice Dodd) thought. that the ac- 
cused should not be deprived of his writ 
owing to what occurred at a trial which it 
was not within his power to control and the 
conduct of the procedure of which he was 
not informed. He, therefore, concurred in the 
judgment of the Lord Chief Justice, 


TWO GROUNDS. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that he was of 
opinion that the conviction was bad on two 
grounds. The Justice had no jurisdiction, 
without previous amendment of the charge, to 
commit and impose the penalty he did. His 
jurisdiction, unless the charge was amended, 
was limited to taking depositions and return- 
ing the accused for trial. He was further of 
opinion that the order for certiorari should 
go, as one of the joint defendants was ex- 
amined as a witness, That made the convic- 
tion illegal and void. 

It was urged that the &-defendant was 
called at the instance of Captain Eustace him- 
self, and that, therefore,“he should’ not be 
allowed to rely on the illegality of the evidence 
as a ground for certiorari. He did not agree, 
as the Court should have controlled the pro- 
ceedings and not allowed illegal evidence. 
That was a criminal matter: the liberty of 
the subject was*involved, and the admission 
of the evidence-avoided the conviction, 

The Lord Chief Justice said that the result 
was that they would make the conditional 
order absolute, without costs.

French Finance. 


The people of these countries have grown 
so.much accustomed to regard M. Poin- 
caré as a second Louis XIV., whose 
motto is “L’Etat, c’est.moi,’’ that they 
are apt at times to forget the existence of 
the French Parliament, or, alternatively, 
to think of it as a mere sounding board 
for the Premier’s views. In so far as 
foreign policy is concerned they are not 
far wrong; for M. Poincaré has the whole 


nation behind. him in his attitude towards 


Germany. Home affairs, however, are a 
Yesterday, for instance, 
the Chamber of Deputies gave signs of 
healthy independence in the course of a 


debate on, the Government’s financial pro- 


posals*for the coming year. These pro- 

posals are embodied in a.series of about 

one hundred résolutions, every one of 

which must be debated by both Houses 

before it can come into force.. The first 

of them was taken yesterday and aroused 

a storm of opposition from the parties of 

the Left.. The Government has decided to 

reduce administrative expenditure during 

1924 by at least 1,000,000,000 francs, and 

is asking the Chamber for power to modify 

existing legislation, if necessary; by | 
decree in order to ensure the desired re- 
ductions.. Despite the fact that the 
Government proposes to ratify its decrees 
by legislative sanction within a period of 
six months, the Left will not hear of the 
suggestion. The Senate, which is even more 
strongly Republican in its views than the 
Lower House, is expected also to oppose 
this idea tooth and nail, and the resolu- 
tion is likely to have an extremely stormy 
passage through Parliament. 

M. Poincaré has enjoyed the powers of a 
virtual dictator in international affairs 
for such a long time that, naturally 
enough, he is inclined to resent inter- 
ference at home. The examples of Italy 
and Spain, however, have not been lost 
on the French Parliament, and the whole 
Left is determined to prevent the Govern- 
ment from assuming dictatoria] powers. 
“We will the ‘Carnival of 
Cesars,’’’ cried M. Bancour, a Socialist 
Deputy, “which is in progress round 
about us.” The French are very 
jealous of their political liberty, and 
would sacrifice M. Poincaré to-morrow ii 
they thought that he was trying to tamper 
with Tarliamentary control. He is a 
clever politician, and, if he recognises that 
the Chamber is against him, he will not 
hesitate to abandon his proposal. He is 
more than anxious to secure large reduc- 
tions in expenditure. Of recent months 
the shoe has been beginning to pinch, and 
the heavy decline in the foreign value oi 
the franc has cost the Government many 
unhappy moments. The fruits of a bad 
financial policy are beginning to ripen. 
For five years the French Government has 
played fast and loose with the principles 
of sound finance. It has spent lavishly, 
and, in order to retain popular support, 
has refused to impose the requisite taxes. 
Budget difficulties have been surmounted 
by the ingenious; if dangerous, device of 
writing ‘off deficits against future pay- 
ments from Germany, with the inevitable 
result that the credit of the country has 
fallen,

The Vigil of ‘Isis. 

It is difficult in these days to stir the 
imagination of civilised man. In times 
when half the surface of the globe re- 
mained umrevealed, and the faculty. of 
belief ‘was illimitable,' men kept the gift 
of wonder. Now ewery cranny of the world 
has been explored, and while science daily 
‘produces new marvels—‘ broadcasting, 
“television ” and the like—we expect so 
much from science that we have -ceased 
to marvel at them. Even the discovery 
of Mr. Wells’s time machine or of the 
philosopher's stone (which, indeed, is half- 
discovered) would produce only a casual 
Yet in these latter days one 
thing has happened which, we think, really 
has lifted the “‘ man-in-the-street’s ” mind 
into the sphere where poetry is created— 
really has flooded his soul with the light 
that|never was on sea or land. It may 
be humanity’s last general emotion of the 
sort ; for such another event as the finding 
of ‘King ‘Tutankhamen’s tomb is im- 
probable, and we may suppose that the 
process of man’s sophistication wil] con- 
tinte with increasing speed. Just a month 
ago Mr. Howard Carter opened the inmost 
chamber which contained the King’s 
sarcophagus. The great stone easket was 
encased within four several shrines, On 
Sunday the last of these was removed 
with infinite cire, and living eyes surveyed 
the coffin for the first time in -three 
thousand two hundred years. There is no 
doubt. at all that it contains the body of 
the King. It is a beautiful casket of 
rose-tinted sandstone, bearing at every 
corner, carved in high relief, the figure of 
a goddess. The arms of the four goddesses 
are outstretched in such. fashion that they 
encircle the sarcophagus with a protective 
embrace; and it was’ one of. these 
exquisitely moulded arms that met the 
flash of Mr. Carter's torch when the Jast 
shrine was removed. Surely the man who 
is not stirred by the high wonder of the 
ward of those protective arms through 
three millenniads of time is fit. for 
treasons, stratagems and spoils. They 
were there in their xigid, yet graceful, 
pose—a barrier against disturbance of 
the sad, young Pharaoh's sleep—when 
the long-haired Achmwans fought on 
the ringing plains of windy. Troy. 
They held their patient vigil when 
Herodotus quested in Egypt, when Cleo- 
patra sailed upon the Cydnus, when Christ 
was. born.at Bethlehem, when Mahomed 
raised his banner, when Western chivalry 
poured to the Crusades, when the Turk 
stormed the gates of Europe, when Nelson 
fought at the Nile, when during the last 
and greatest of a hundred wars, Australian 
troopers jested in the streets of Cairo. 
Those steadfast arms clasped their King’s 
tomb while Greece’s glory and Rome's 
grandeur came and went. The graven 
goddesses were as patient and changeless 
as their own Egyptian fellaheen. New 
the. fellaheen have entered into the 
dubious privilege of. self-gévernment» and. 
the tireless arms are to be relieved of their 
precious burden. In a few.days the casket 
will be unsealed and the world will know 
in what manner a Pharaoh of ancient 
Egypt was laid to rest. Sunt lacrime

Britain and Brazil. 


A British Financial Mission is about to 
visit Brazil. Insular people may regard 
the expedition as a waste of time and 
money; but Brazil presents an almost 
unlimited field for profitable enterprise. 
Its area is 3,300,000 square miles, or one 
hundred and fifty thousand more than 
that of Australia. The population, 
50,650,000, is considerably more than 
double those of Canada and Australia 
combined; and both in population and 
extent it is overwhelmingly the largest 
State in South America. On this account 
it typifies, in an exaggerated degree, the 
backwardness and the potentialities’ of 
that great Continent. Time, no doubt, 
will show a development in South America 
no less astounding than that which has 
taken place during the last fifty years in 
the United States. Even now the wealth 
and splendour of the principal cities are 
almost dazzling to European eyes. In 
Brazil the mineral wealth, as yet virtually 
untapped, includes gold, silver, iron and 
various precious stones. The value of the 
total exports increased between 1921 and 
1922 by nearly ten million pounds: 
Imports from the United Kingdom showed 
an: inerease of over two hundred thousand 
pounds, and. exports to these islands in- 


| creased by over two million seven hundred 


thousand pounds, Even such bald figures 
as these show, without elaboration, the 
importance of contact with the develop- 
ment of such a country. British influence 
was powerful at one time in Brazil, but 
it is in grave danger of eclipse. Other 
countries—the United States, France and 
Germany—have been far more enterprising 
in recent years and have conducted com- 
mercial. campaigns. with which Great 
Britain has made no- effort to. compete. 
The Financia] Mission represents, we 
hope, the beginning of a very different 
policy,

“ PILKERTON'S PEERAGE.” 


The Dublin br oi Dramatic EX; is 
occúpying the Gaiety Theatre this week. Two 
plays have been undertaken for the present 
season, and they will be produced at alternate 

rformances’ during the week. “ Pilkerton s 
Peerage,” a comedy .in. four acts, by Sir 
Anthony Hope, was put on last night. 

To a Society such as this two main courses 
are open. ‘The first, which is heroic, is to 
attempt to do something that is not ordinarily 
done by the commercial theatrical companies— 
to present plays which the public does not 


| expect to see in the regular theatrical list. A 


revival may be ventured—a play of Shake- 
speare’s, an example of some other of the 

lizabethans, some work of later age that is 
hardly known except by mention of its name 
in text-book chapters on the development of 
English drama, or a classic of Sheridan’s or 
Goldsmith’s. Such a course, however, in- 
volves difficulties, of diction, or costume, or 
both together—difficulties that are overcome 
only by special training. The wearing of an 
urusual costume and the speaking of lines 
in a particular diction are distractions that 
put a troublesome strain on the amateur, and 
to shoulder th business of meeting such dis- 
tractions is, indeed, an heroic course when 
an easier way to pleasing is open. 

The easier course is to take a modern play 
of. present-day life—a comedy for preference, 
a farce if you have mémbers who will let 
themselyes go and consent to be ridiculous. 
The Dublin Uile Dramatic Society has 
been heroic at times, and has won success in 
brave ventures. The time may come when it 
will brace itself to. another brave flight. 
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Just at present it has to tread warily. It 
is still picking itself together after a period 
when college activities in many directions 
were perforce suspended. Old tried members 
had dropped out during that period, and new 
material had to be proved. A light, easy- 
going comedy, such. as this of Sir Anthony 
lope’s, was exactly the right choice for the 
Society at this stage in its fortunes. Its 
ability to amuse was established at the time 
of its original success. On the other hand, it 
is not a piece that has been played too often. 
It should attract the public to the Gaiety 
Theatre this week, if the public will realise 
that it is being quite well acted and pro- 
duced, 

The plot of ‘* Pilkerton’s Peerage ” is based 
oh the Society novelist’s usual view of Society 
and . political intrigue: it has the kind of 
theme that Mrs. Humphry Ward has. used 
more than once, less. light-heartedly than 
Sir Anthony Hope. Old Pilkerton’s busi- 
ness interests . and desire for a peer- 
age are mixed up gaily’ with . the 
love alfairs of his son and daughter, 
respectively, with persons who are supposed 
to command influence at the actual ‘‘fount of 
honours.’’ ‘The characters are persons in a 
grade of society that concerns itself with poli- 
tical influence: the scenes are a private 
secretary's room in Downing street and ‘a 
drawingroom in Pilkerton’s pleasant country 
home. © Most of the’ characters, who have a 
lot to say, are high-spirited young people, for 
whom the author has provided many sayings 
that are also chiefly high-spirited. There is 
no depth of sentiment. What the players 
have to do is to rattle off their linés breezily. 
This the company did brightly enough last 
night, Occasionally there was a hesitation ; 
occasionally, on the other hand, some of the 
lines suffered from too rapid an utterance. 
These faults, however, were hardly more 
frequent than we have known them to be 
in some professional companies that have been 
praised, and they did not seriously mar the 
production.

NEW IRISH SALON, 


INTERESTING. COLLECTION OF 


MODERN PICTURES. 


Nearly three hundred pictures have been 
got together by Mr. J. Crampton Walker, at 
Mills’ Hall, Dublin, under the name of the 
New Irish Salon.’ Mr. Walker has obtained 
the support not only of most of the active 
local artists of note, but also of. artists of 
greater reputation. - As may be expected, the 
show includes a good deal of work in land- 
scape, with a few portraits and figure studies 
of the usual kind. Drawings, etchings, and 
lithographs have been sent by distinguished 
British artists. The exhibition as a whole is 
much above the ordinary standard. 
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For those who are curious to see some of 
the queer things that are being done nowadays 
under the name of art, there are some strange 
arrangements of angular patches of colour, for 
which it is difficult to see any reason, and 
some other curiosities for which, although 
they are not according to the ordinary canons 
of picture making, there may be something to 
say. Among the latter, a number of the de- 
signs by A. Gleize may be placed: they have 
something less than the interest of Celtic scroll 
work. The tempera painting, by Maimie H. 
Jellett, has a certain flow of design, but not 
more, we thought, than a child will ofen show 
when asked to fill a space with colour. No 
one who thinks about pictures or looks out 
on the. world with the eyes of an artist goes 
for long without fretting at the limitations 
of conventional picturing; and a painter who 
tries new methods. of expression commands a 
readier sympathv than is given to innovators 
in other arts. With all readiness to appre- 
ciate new ideas, we fail, nevertheless, to see 
what some of the artists represented here are 
trying to do. They may have brilliant ideas ; 
but, since painting is a form of expression, 
their ideas can count for nothing if not suc- 
cessfully expressed. Pictoria) art may have 
become old and worn ont, bat in work such 
as that of Gleize, Lhote, Cecil F. Salkeld, 
E.‘S.. Hone, and Maimie Jellett, it may be said 
to have advanced to second childishness. 

Among the artists of wide repute who have 
helped the exhibition by sending work, even 
though in small examples only, are Mr. 
Claisen, Mr. Charles Simpson (with. a number 
of his well-known waterfowl pictures), Mr.

Sir Sydney Olivier (Secretary for 
India), Brigadier-General C, B. Thomson 
(Secretary for Air) and Mr. Sydney Arnold 
(Under-Secretary for the Colonies) have 
accepted these Peerages. It is probable 
that this step, like others of the Socialist 
Government, will be swallowed by the 
members of the party, though once upon a 
time titles and honours were anathema to 
Labour. 


Ministers’ Salaries. 


A considerable saving to the country is 
lixely to result from economies effected in 
connection with the salaries of the 
Ministers in the new Government. Lor 
Haldane is to retain his six thousand 
per annum as Lord of Appeal, and give 
up the additional four thousand to which 
he is entitled as Lord Chancellor. Mr. 
Macdonald himself will take five thousand 
a year, but, since he occupies two posts, 
both with salaries of five thousand, a big 
saving will be effected. It is hoped to 
save at least four thousand per annum by 
keeping down the list of secretaries, and 
several Ministers express their determina- 
tion to do without aid of this kind. It is 
rumoured that the Prime Minister has 
gently indicated to some of the Ministers 
noted for their journalistic activities that 
they shall suspend them while they hold 
office. He will make no firm rule on the 
matter, but directorships of companies are 
definitely forbidden. 


Labour's Programme. 


Gradually we are being shown what 
Labour intends to do. now that it is in 
power. Mr. James Stewart, the Under- 
Secretary of Health for Scotland, said at 
Glasgow yesterday that, when the Labour 
Party's scheme was completed, they antici- 
pated that the State would have to bear 
the burden of forty millions per annum 
for housing. The Government also’ in- 
tended to take powers to deal with the 
building trusts, and would seizo their 
industries, if necessary. This is the kind 
of thing which reveals more than many 
speeches by the more careful leaders 
what Labour is going to cost the country. 


Britain and Russia. 


The Soviet Government has not yet sent 
a formal reply to the British Note tender- 
ing recognition, but it is unlikely that 
there will be any great delay or that the 
Soviet Note will be lacking officially in 
warmth. The Government here is await- 
ing the appointment of M. Rakovsky as 
the Russian Chargé d’ Affaires, so that the 
setting up of the Anglo-Russian Commis- 
sion, which is to deal with outstanding 
questions, may be pushed forward. Much 
will depend upon the work of this Com- 
mission and the reception of its recom- 
mendations by the Soviet Government, and 
effective recognition depends upon its 
findings. Opinion in the City to-day was 
not altogether hopeful. -The sums owed 
to Great Britain by Russia are so immense 
that it is feared that Russia will be unable 
to find money enough to meet them. ‘The 
prospect of another loan to Russia was 
also regarded with considerable suspicion. 


A Convert. 


_ It is likely that there will be a vacancy 
in the Parliamentary representation of 
Mansfield Division of Nottingham shortly, 
as the sitting member, Mr. Frank Varler, 
has been appointed Secretary of the 
Miners’ Federation. In the circumstances, 
special. interest. attaches to the action 
taken to-day by Mr. A. J. Bennett, “he 
former Libera] member, in severing his 
connection with the Liberal Party. He 
was beaten at the last election by Mr. 
Varley, but it was expected that he would 
again stand in the Liberal interest when 
occasion served. He has.intimated his in- 
tention to break with the Liberals owing 
to their action in supporting the Labour 
Government and to their “ neglect, parti- 
cularly, of agricultural interests.” 


Mr. Baldwin. 


It is understood in Unionist circles that 
the. friends of Mr. Baldwin have per- 
suaded him to stand for re-election as Con- 
servative leader next Monday, and that he 
has consented on the condition that his re- 
election is unopposed. It seems certain 
that. nobody else will come forward as a 
candidate for the leadership of the Opposi- 
tion. Both Mr, Austen Chamberlain and 
Lord Birkenhead are ready to give their 


meau a great deal to him and to the party. 
It is only by complete unity that the Con- 
servatives can hope to regain the lead 
thrown away last year. 


The Dockers’ Demands. 


It is stated to-day that in some quarters 
a too wide interpretation has been placed 
upon the letter in whicli the National 
Union of Railwaymen promise to support 
the dockers in-the event of a strike, The 
N.U.R. would look with sympathy upon 
any such action by the dockers, ‘but the 
only members of the union who would 
cease work with the dockers would be 
those employed upon duties at the docks, 
who came under the award regulating the 
rate of pay of dock workers. It is hoped, 
however, that. such a development will be 
avoided. The employers have offered to 
meet the men, inal if the dockers realise 
that some of their demands are quite im- 
possible of achievement, the negotiations 
which start to-morrow may pave the way 
for a new agreement to replace the award 
which recently terminated. It is ex- 
pected that the proceedings will be very 
protracted in view of the fact that the 
dockers’ demand for.a wage increase of 
two shillings a day will raise the whole 
question of the practicability of the cost 
of living index, which is now being 
challenged by workers generally, and was 
the principal cause of the unofficial dock 
strike last year. 


The Turkish Embassy. 


Yussuf Kemal, the diplomatic repre- 
sentative of the Angora Government, who 
has been in.this country for some weeks, 
and is in communication with the Foreign 
Office with regard to the future of Mosul, 
has taken over the old Turkish Embassy.

As announced in the Jrish T'imes yester- 
day, however, applications are being received 
and, tor the present, registered. It is under- 
stood that applicants will in due course re- 
ceive a form on which they will be required 
to state necessary particulars, 

In the meantime, an Jrish Times represen- 
tative was informed at the office of the 
Secretary to the Post Office, the applications 
are being registered, and they will be dealt 
with in order. 

it is anticipated that the scale of fees 


. suggested in the Postmaster-General’s circular 


will be adopted, but a definite announce- 
ment will be made before applicants are 
required to complete the formal application. 

- With regard to the large number of appli- 
cations that were addressed to the Post Office 
in recent months, it was suggested that those 
who made them should write again now. 
The Post Office staff do not say that they 
will not. turn up these standing applications, 
but they do advise that, for the sake of 
expedition, applicants should now put in a 
letter, which will be dealt with along with 
new applications in current business. 

Even yesterday, although the Postmaster- 
General's announcement that applications can 
now be received did not appear until the 
week-end, many applications from Dublin resi- 
dents were delivered to the Controller of the 
Dublin Postal District. No word had been 
received from the provincial offices as to the 
lodgment. of applications there. 

It should be noted that applications should 
not be addressed to the Post Office Secre- 
tariat, but to the local head postmaster, or, 
as regards Dublin, to the Controller, Dublin 
Postal District. 

When the report of the special committee 
of the Dail was published, with its recom- 
mendation that licences should be issued 
immediately, people who had been awaiting 
a decision on licences became active. Last 
Friday and Saturday, and again yesterday, 
dealers in wireless apparatus in Dublin re- 
ccived many inquiries as t6 the cost of 
necessary equipment; and at the week-end in 
the suburbs here and there were to be seen 
such definite sign of eagerness as the erection 
of aerials, the Post Office sanction being 
anticipated.

future it would be possible for any. person 
in the United States to pick up his ordinary 
land line telephone and ask for connection 
with a passenger liner on the. Atlantic. or 
Pacific Ocean with as great ease as accom- 
panies an ordinary call between two houses 
to-day. 

Broadcasting, he said, had almost overnight 
developed into an industry. It was esti- 
mated that the American public spent in 
1922—the first year of broadcasting—approx!- 
mately 75,000,000 dollars on radio, and 
during 1925 they spent at. least. 150,000,000 
dollars on radio. He said he believed that 
the industry would go on for the next few 
years virtually doubling in volume each year, 
and that the radio industry would be worth, 
within the next few years, a half-billion 
dollars a year in consumers’ prices. 

Mr, Sarnoff said that at a conservative 
estimate there were 3,000,000 sets:now in use 
in the United States. Allowing for the size 
of the average American family that meant 
a radio audience totalling approximately ten 
milliong. Within a period of three to five 
vears one may witness the remarkable per- 
formance of one individual speaking simul- 
taneously to practically 50,000,000 people in 
the United States through the agency of 
radio. ; 

As to the 563 broadcasting stations in 
America, Mr. Sarnoff said that they merely 
represented a transient phenomena in the 
march of events. He believed that most of 
these stations would disappear in time, and 
that in their place would come what he would 
call a stper-power*station. ae | 

There would be erected in time a number 
of super-power broadcast stations suitably 
located, and these would be. joined together 
cither by wire or by radio. These ‘“‘ giants 
of the air,” he said, will constitute a chain 
of national broadcasting stations. Each 
will simultaneously radiate the same _ pro- 
gramme, with a power sgufficient to reach 
every city, town, village, and home in the 
United States, and with an organisation cap- 
eble of measuring up to the responsibilities 
of such a national service. 


SUPER-POWER STATIONS. 

Since it is possible to take a high power 
station in New. York and re-radiate its out- 
put in Missouri or in California by radio, 1t 
it likewise possible to take a high power 
station in London and re-fadiate its output 
in New York or any other parts of America. 
‘“‘In other words,’’ said Mr. Sarnoff, ** radio 
can link these super stations until the whole 
world is covered by this new agency of broad- 
cast transmision, whith, I think, for simple 
reference, may be called a one-way communi- 
cation system in the world.” 

It had been claimed that, unless some 
method was provided whereby a means was 
created for collecting revenue from the user 
of a receiving instrument, the whole industry 
was founded on sand. ‘‘I want to go on— 
record very definitely,”’ he said, “in saying to 
‘you that 16 is my firm conviction that that 
sort of solution to the problem is not neces- 
sary; that broadcasting can be made com- 
mercially practicable without any means being 
found for collecting from the consumer; that 
the greatest advantage of broadcasting lies in 
its universality, in its ability to reach every- 
body, everywhere, anywhere, in giving free 
entertainment, culture, instruction, and all 
the items which constitute a programme. 

“Tt is up to us to preserve that most 
delightful element in the whole situation, the 
freedom of radio. The real picture of a 
15-dollar or a 25-dollar set in the home of the 
slus, if you please, receiving the agnificent 
things in the air is the picture we must pre- 
serve.” 

Mr. Sarnoff concluded by prophesying that, 
radio would revolutionise the land problem in 
America. It would be second in importance 
only to the vast developments brought about 
by the evolution of printing.

A proposal to equalise all Ministerial 
salaries by adopting a pooling arrangement is 
believed to be under the serious consideration 
of the Government. This method was in 
actual operation for some years during the 
war, and was abandoned after the 1918 
general election. - 
In the paid offices to-day the Lord Chan- 
cellor receives £10,000—£6.000 as a judge 
and’ £4,000 as Speaker of the House of 
Lords. ‘Lord Haldane, it is said, is content 
with the judicial salary alone. The Attorney- 
General receives £7.000 and fees (which 
amounted to over £11,000 in 1914), and the 
Solicitor-General is paid £6.000 and fees 
(which amounted to over £13,000 in 1914). 
The Law officers apart, Ministerial salaries 
range from £5,000 to £700. . The £5,000 
posts include most of the Cabinet Ministers. 
Offices which to-day are included in the 
Cabinet, but which do not carry £5,000 a 
year, are:—First Lord of the Admiralty, 
£4,500; Secretary of State for Air, £3.000; 
Secretary for Scotland, £2,500; Minister for 
Labour, £2.000; First missioner of 
Warks, £2.000; Chancellor of the Duchy, 
£2.000; Postmaster-General, £2.500; Minister 
of Education. £2,000, and Minister of Agri-

British recognition has been received here 
quietly, although the satisfaction in all sec- 
tions, even among the Whites, is clearly deep 
and genuine, Other Powers are expected to 
follow Great Britain’s example, and certainly 
any policy which was based on a belief that 
the Soviet Government is less firmly estab- 
lished, or is weakened, would be built on a 
mirage. 

The resumption of relations with Russia on 
the part of Great Britain, says Radek, will 
prove of help to her in her present struggle 
against America’s monopoly of raw materials. 
Now that England has taken a decisive s'cp, 
other countries are sure to follow, and those 
who come late are likely to forfeit many ad- 
vantages. | 

The Red Army newspaper pointe out, that 
Russia needs credits, and 
payments of the debts, that the struggle over 
the question thus involved may be long, firm- 
ness and self-control being required on the 
part of the Soviet Government. 


LENIN’S. SUCCESSOR. 

Alexei’ Ivanovitch Rykoff, who has been 
nominated by the Soviet Congress as Presi- 
dent of the People’s Commissaries, has. not 
got Lenin’s wide vision or political genius, 
but, he is a distinctly interesting personality. 
Of peasant stock, born in 1861, he was a 
revolutionary almost from the schoolroom. 
Seven years of prison in Siberia intensified 
his revolutionary fervour. One of the grounds 
for his intense popularity is- that, although 
harried , and persecuted under the Tsarist 
régime, he never fled from Russia. <A simple 
man, he prefers walking to driving in a motor 
to his office.

FINANCIAL REFORM 


IN FRANCE. 


CABINET ACCUSED OF 
FASCIST TENDENCY, 


—---—-& —-— 


PARIS, Monday. 
After preliminary skirmishes between the 


Government and the Opposition lasting over 
a week, the Chamber this afternoon tackled 
the first of the hundred odd articles compos- 
ing the Government’s financial proposals. 

The first article authorises the Government 
to reduce administrative expenditure in 1924 
by at least one milliard francs, when neces- 
sary modifying the existing legislation by 
decree, subject to legislative sanction” within 
six months. — This article is most hotly con- 
tested by the Left as being unconstitutional 
and dictatorial. 

A remark by M, Laffont that the Govern. 
ment was seeking powers which the Chamber 
had refused to M. Briand in 1916, elicited the 
rejoiner from M. Poincaré that M. Briand would 
have carried the Chamber with him if he had 
made the question one of confidence. 

Both speakers hinted at the danger of a 
dictatorship on the Italian-Spanish model, 
though neither country was named. M. 
Laffont said that Fascism always began 
by degrees. M.. Bancour spoke of the ‘* Carni- 
val of Cesars’’ reigning in neighbouring 
countries, to which M. -° Poincaré retorted 
scathingly that foreign Governments should 
be respected, even by the Opposition. 

M. Andre Lefevre, Republican of the Left, 
expressed astonishment that the. Government 
should ask the nation for fresh sacrifices of 
more than three milliards when this burden 
ought to fall upon the German tax-payer. The 
speaker then asked what would happen if, 
after. the enforcement of the Government 
measures, the franc should still fall. The 
enemies of France and of M. Poincaré’s Go- 
vernment. had at their disposal twenty mil- 
liards of francs, and this would be an opor- 
tunity for them to bring about the fall of the 
franc on the eve of the elections. 

The discussion will be resamed to-morrow 
afternoon.—(Reuter.)

A DEFIANT SPEECH. 


The speech with which Signor Mussolini 
opened his electoral campaign.a week ago was

PERSIAN OIL CONCESSIONS.

REMOVING THE ROOF, 


VALLEY OF THE KINGS, 
Monday. 

‘To-day was devoted to record work in the 
tomb. 

From now onwards all energies will be con- 
centrated on preparing for the operation of 
lifting the lid of the casket, and one of. Mr. 
Heward Carter's first concerns will be to 
remove the roof of the fourth shrine, which 
is still suspended, to overhead winches above 
tite sarcophagus. 

Yesterday's despatch but briefly referred 
to this shrine, which directly enclosed the 
sarcophagus. It is quite an attrac- 
tive piece of work, though, perhaps, 
not as fine as the shrines immediately out- 
side. Its body is .similar in design to 
the others, hut its roof is quite 
different, being barrel-shaped, with a beam 
at either end, much after the style of the 
Twelfth Dynasty Sarcophagi,’ and not unlike 
what one sees nowadays in Moslem cemeteries. 
It is completely covered with very elaborate 
gold decoration. 

The design of the cornices is like that of 
the sarcophagus itself, On the doors are life- 
size figures of protective goddesses, with wings 
spread out. The front beam of the roof bears 
a fine winged solar disc, of which another 
representation is on the lintel above the doors. 
The roof also has figures of protective 
goddesses, and emblems of the dead, while 
the sides and the space unoccupied by figures 
are covered with ás. “win texts. But, whereas 
the decoration of the other three shrine is in 
incised relief, on this innermost shrine it is in 
bas relief. | 

In the course of the morning .the sarco- 
phagus was examined with a view to the 
solution of the problem of lifting the lid. For 
this purpose the roof of the fourth shrine was 
further raised. a little to permit of closer 
investigation. 

An unexpected discovery was made. The 
lid turns out, not to be of crystalline sand- 
tone, like the casket, but is of granite. 
Further, it is cracked in half. It is believed 
that some accident happened to the original 
lid of crystalline sandstone, which was cer- 
tainly made at the same time as the sarco- 
phagus. and that this granite lid was sub- 
stituted. The crack must have occurred 
either before or when the lid was. put in 
position, since the fissure had been filled in 
with plaster, and the whole painted over to 
(match the body of the sarcophagus. This 
explains how it was that the damage was not 
noticed until the lid was closely examined this 
morning. “” i 

This discoverv is another illustration of the 
careless and hasty manner in which the work 
was done in this tomb; but it adds to the 
already difficult problem of raising the lid. 

During this further examination of the sar- 
cophagus one’s first impressions of its mag- 
nificence and the beauty of its decoration were

DUBLIN, Monday. 

There are many people who say that 
nothing has changed in Ireland, but it seems 
to me that Dublin, at least, reveals all the 
marks of a successful revolution. It is not 
merely that there has been a change of flag, 
and that the Irish Tricolour now flies on 
Government buildings. The change of flag is 
the symbol of the destruction of a régime 
that has lasted, not merely since the Union, 
but intermittently since the Conquest. 

Ireland is now governed by her own young 
men, as she never was before in history. 
Her ruling classes are no longer drawn from 
London and landlordism, but from her own 
youthful democracy. Her soldiers are no 
Jonger the guardians of an order based on 
conquest, but the guardians of an arder based 
on freedom. This reality of freedom is what 
must strike most of all anyone who revisits 
Ireland. 

The. eye may be struck at first by more 
trivial things—by the extremely green pillar 
boxes for instance, and the extremely green 
envelopes in which telegrams are delivered. But 
the miracle of recent years is the disappear- 
ance of an ancient military conquest, gad the 
substitution of a National Army, a National 
Police, and a National Government. 


THE ARMY BAND. 

Une who was present at the Theatre Royal 
last night, when the Army Band broucht the 
concert to. an end with ‘* The Soldiers’ as 
and the Governor-General in his box rose to 
his feet with the rest of the audience iv a 
scene of passionate enthusiasm, . had the 
triumph of a revolution dramatically pre- 
sented to his eyes.

GALWAY DOG LICENCES. 


COUNTY COUNCIL AND THE

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BEVAN CASE SEQUEL. 
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CITY EQUITABLE DIRECTORS 
SUED FOR MISFEASANCE. 

The hearing commenced yesterday in the 
Londen Chancery Division of summonses 
taken out by the Official Receiver, alleging 
misfeasance against the directors of the City 
Equitable Fire Insurance Company, Ltd. 
The respondents were Gerald Lee Bevan, 
Peter. Haig, Thomas R. Henry, Ralph Grev- 
side, described as the Finance Committee of 
tee Board: the Earl of March, Lord Ribbles- 
dale, Sir Douglas Dawson, Mr. David Mac- 
beth Moir Milligan, Sir Henry Mullineux 
Grayson, and Messrs. Langton, Lefevre, 
auditors. 

Mr. Topham opened for the Official Receiver 
by saying that Gerald Lee Bevan had not 
put in any defence, that Lord - Ribblesdale 
appeared by his guardian ad litem, and that 
proceedings had been stayed against another 
-of the directors, Lord Clammorris. The sum- 
inonses were a result of the sudden failure 
of the City Equitable Company, in which the 
losses on investments alone were well over 
£1,000,000, and the total losses were probably 
nearer £2,000,000. 

What brought about the catastrophe was 
' the fraudulent financial operations of Bevan, 
who was convicted. In the present proceed- 
ings no fraud was alleged against any of the 
respondents, except Bevan, the allegation 
being one of negligence and technical breach 
of trust, 

Counsel said that the question which under- 
lay the proceedings was whether a director 
could escape liability by saying—‘‘I know 
nothing about insurance matters, and I left 
everything to Bevan.”” <A great proportion of 
the losses was due to the fact that everything 
was left uncontrolled in Bevan’s hands. 

Lhe hearing was adjourned. 
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POISON FROM A BRUISE. 
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IRISHMAN’S DEATH IN LONDON. 

Septic pqisoning, from a bruise on the arm, 
caused through the man’s being struck by a 
swing door, was ‘stated, at an inquest at 
Islington yesterday, to have caused the death 
of Henry Ferguson, aged 65, whose home was 
at Ardmore terrace, Youghal. 

Ferguson, it was stated, was an ex-Post 
Office official, and during the insurrection in 
Ireland went to England. © He lodged at 
\Myddleton square, Clerkenwell, and was in- 
ierested in mining property. On Saturday, 
January 26, on his return from London, he 
complained of a bruise on his arm, which was 
causing him pain, and which was produced 
by his being struck by a swing door. The 
arm gradually became inflamed, and on Wea- 
nesday he was found by his landlord in his 
room in a state of collapse — He was removed 
te Holhorn and Finsbury Hospital, Hichgate 
Hill, North, where he died early on Friday 
morning. 

Dr. Thomas Evans, Medical Superinten- 
dent, stated that the man’s right arm was 
inflamed, and that there were also abrasions 
on the nose and right leg. Death was due 
to. septic poisoning from the bruise on the 
arm. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict of accl- 
dental death. 


BRUTAL ASSAULT. 
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WOMAN'S ASSAILANT SENT TO 
PRISON. 


In the Southern Police Court, Dublin, 
vesterday, Mr. Cooper, K.C., sent James 
Lynch, a slater, living at 4 Usher's lane, to 
prison with hard labour for six months for 
having grievously assaulted a married woman, 
named Mary Griffin, living in the .same 
locality. 

From the evidence it appeared that Lynch 
assaulted the woman and kicked her in the 
eye, and the magistrate described the 
assault as a brutal and cowardly one, and 
hoped the woman would not lose the sight oí 
her eye. 

The prisoner was also fined £1 for breaking 


sixteen panes of glass in the woman’s house. 
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TRANSPORT PROBLEM. 
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DEFECTS WHICH INCREASE 
PRICES. 


At a meeting of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland, in Dublin last night, 
Mr. A. Hassard, opening a discussion on 
“ Some Problems of Transport,” maintained 
that, consequent on a ‘defect’ early in the 
movement of goods, the transport expenses 
were paid several times over by the con- 
sumer, Every party who handled the goods 
charged a profit on the price at which he 
secured them. 

A defect in transport by rail or by sea 
was likely to be found out and cured, but a 
defect at the terminals, Mr. Hassard ex- 
plained, was more likely to escape detection. 
Again, the consumer was bound to suffer 
when there was any unnecessary expense in 
the carting of agricultural produce to a 
etation. :

THE CATTERALL . 
QUARTET. 
REMARKABLE. PERFORMANCE. 


The return visit of the Catterall Quartet 
attracted a large audience to the Royal 
Dublin Society’s recital at the Theatre 
Royal yesterday afternoon. It was not, that 
they were to hear anything new or striking; 
but for an afternoon of undiluted enjoyment 
--the keen pleasure that is given by an 
almost ideal performance of the finest musical 
thought. 

It would be hard, indeed, to beat the 
exquisite poise of the Catterall Quartet in the 
Adagio of the ‘* Quartet in B flat’’ from 
Beethoven. The theme in itself is noble and 
exalted: its treatment was equally so, with a 
single-minded refinement that took from it 
any eense of the pose that sometimes appears 
even in classic slow movements. The ‘‘ Intro- 
duction,”’ shifting and capricious, was yet 
remarkable for the continuity and fluency 
with which it was delivered. It is this 
quality of absolute unity in sympathy and 
purpose that gives its magnetic appeal to the 
work of these players. One seems to follow 
the music as it grew in the mind of the com- 
poser. The final movement from Beethoven, 
with its clever variance of a midst: simple 
theme, was especially delightful: | ; 
The Schubert ‘‘ Quartet in D minor ” is one 
of the posthumous works whi¢h best show 
that Schubert died before his powers were 
matured, It reminds one strongly «f his 
wonderful art songs in the accompaniments 
into which the several instruments fall in 
turn. The delicacy. of the Aadante entry, 
the ripe singing violin that. followed, were 
notes of beauty to remember from a work 
whose lyrical and romantic nature brought 
out a wealth of “colour’’ and feeling from 
‘cello and viola. 

To these instruments were due the gorgeous 
organ tone of the theme from Tchaikovsky, 
upon which Arensky built the ‘‘ Variations. 
from Quartet in A minor.” It is said that 
when only nine years old, and, without any 
tuition, Arensky attempted to write a string 
quartet. He was very much under the in- 
fluence of Tchaikovsky, and here we see the 
brilliance with which he treats his two early 
obsessions. The extract served to show the 
sure technique of the players, if not much 
individuality in the composer. As. a mental 
exercise round the theme it was fascinating to 
follow, but it had none of the intimacy of 
appeal or suggestion of the works between 
which it appeared, and entirely missed the 
strength and feeling which we have grown to 
expect. from Russian music.

INTERESTING LECTURE TO 


DUBLIN ROTARIANS. 


Sir Thomas Robinson presided at the weekly 
luncheon meeting of the Dublin Rotary Clu 
in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday. There was a 
large attendance, the attraction being a twenty 
minutes’ talk by Mr. V. R. H. Jameson on 
‘The City of David in the Light of Recent 
Discoveries.’” Mr, Jameson is lecturer to the 
Palestine Exploration Society. 

Jerusalem, he said, was one of the oldest 
cities in the world, and there was justification 
for the belief that it existed in the time of 
Melchisedech and Abraham. It had under- 
gone twenty-eight sieges, and hed been several 
times reduced to ruins, but instead of clearing 
away the ruins the people built a new city on.

He 
described how a supply of water had been 
brought into the city from the Virgin’s Pool, 
a work which involved tunnelling through a 
rock for a considerable distance.

The particular objection which has been 
already alluded to as regards the increased 
jurisdiction to £300 could, if the amount 
remains unaltered; be satisfactorily dealt with 
‘if the Government would accept an amend- 
ment allowing the plaintiff to. determine the 
venúe and throwing the onus upon the defen- 
dant for showing cause why the case should 
be tried in his own area. This applies both 
to district and Circuit Courts. ut it is 
the opinion of many to whom I have spoken 
that, with the provision of rapid machinery 
for issuing decrees and for obtaining a judg- 
ment by default at a central office of the 
Circuit and District Courts in Dublin, most 
of the present clumsiness and ineffectiveness 
of the County Court procedure would be done 
away with. A further provision by the 
‘Court of rules which will force the defendant 
to show cause for his defence and not merely 
ledge an intention to defend, and allow the 
admission of evidence on affidavit for proof 
of debt, would materially assist. The business 
community wants rapid and effective 
machinefy; it has not had “it up to the 
present; it is the declared intention of the 
Government to give it. It may be that some 
are so satisfied with the position that they 
want no change, but that does not appear 
to be the opinion generally held, and some 
helpful criticism on the lines I suggest’ would 
be beneficial. ' 

These remarks do not touch in any way the 
broader and more fundamental criticism on 
certain points which have been made by Lord 
Glenavy and others in the Seanad, and which 
it is not suitable or necessary to deal with 
here.

Srr,—Mr. Kidney’s suggestion on behalf of 
the Merchant Drapers’ Association that the 
additional cost of debt-collecting under the 
Courts of Justice Bill will fall on the public 
raises another question with which the public 
is concerned. Nobody wishes to restrict the 

iving of credit facilities within reasonable 
limits as between trader and trader. The 
business of a banker is to trade in credits: 
The granting of credit facilities to private 
customers is less desirable. Why-should A, 
who does not buy a suit of clothes until he 1s 
able to pay for it, have to pay an enhanced 
price because B and C run up tailors’ bills 
and all their other . bills for months and 
years? The tailor, as distinct from the draper, 
sometimes gives discount for cash without 
being asked; but there is a widespread habit 
in Dublin of living on the tradesman on the 
part of people who know better, and the dis- 
couragement of this unnecessary parasitism is 
not a negligible consideration in reducing the 
cost of living and in establishing retail trading 
on a basis which justifies the existence of the 
business man to the community and gives him 
a proper pride in his function. 

. With the prospect. of quicker. returns, is it 
unduly optimistic to hope that. the merchant 
drapers would be content to demand a lower 
margin of gross profit.in their retail trade than 
is now notoriously the case? A keener, cleaner 
and more efficient atmosphere is needed all 
round.—Yours, etc., ** SpECTATOR.”’

BANGOR IMPROVEMENTS.—An __ in 
spector of the Northern Ministry of Home 
Affairs held an inquiry in Bangor yesterday 
with reference to an application by the 
Bangor Urban Council for sanction to raise a 
loan of £16,600 for improvements and for a 
provisional order to amend the Bangor (Co. 
Down) Water and Improvement Act, 19065, 
by increasing the Council’s borrowing powers 
in respect of the waterworks undertaking 
from £22,000 to £66,500. Included in the 
proposed works comprised in the £16,600 
loan are an expenditure of £1,000 on laying-out 
additions to the Ward Park, £2,600 for the 
purchase of the Tower House as a museum, 
£5,000 for the construction of sewers, 
£2,000 for the provision of fire extinguishing 
appliances, and £6,000 for gas mains due to 
the rapid expansion of the town. 

UNEMPLOYEDS’ DEMAND.—A resolu- 
tion calling on the Northern Prime Minister 
to summon Parliament immediately in order 
that the Board of Guardians or City Council 
should be compelled to put into operation 
the clauses of the Poor Law Act, which 
provided relief for unemployed, was adopted 
at a largely-attended meeting of the members 
of the Belfast Workers’ Unemployed Union 
held at the Custom House steps on Sunday 
afternoon. Addresses were delivered by 
several speakers, who informed their audience 
that they were only starting their campaign, 
and that they intended exploring every 
avenue until they received benefit on the 
same scale as the unemiployed in Great 
Britain. 

NORTHERN LIQUOR LEGISLATION.—

In addition to 
this there certainly would be provision made 
for slaughtering cattle in emergencies, such 
as an outbreak of disease in Britain and the 
closing of the British markets to Irish live 
stock. From this the business of killing and 
exporting beef and mutton fresh would. grow 
gradually. Cold storage for butter, eggs, and 
other- perishable produce was also in the fore- 
front of the scheme. He added that they had 
at the committee meeting the plans of the 
building and plant of the Chicago designers, 
and those would be ready for the considera- 
tion of the first board of directors.

tilisers, the purchase and sale of land or build- 
ings, and the renting of land and buildings, 
and the manufacture and sale of all milk pro- 
ducts, the opening, equipment, and carryin 
on at any place or places within the Unit 
Kingdom of shops for all or any of the objects 
in this paragraph stated.

THE IMMIGRATION QUOTA 


PROBLEM. 


It ‘is announced that the Irish Free State 
Minister for External Affairs is considering 
the question of applying 'to the United States 
of America for a separate immigration quota 
for the Free State during the ‘coming financial 
year. The financial year will open on July 1, 
and the United States Immigration Bill can- 
‘not become law before May next. No decision 
on the subject of the quota can be reached 
before the bill has become law. 

The London Correspondent of the New York 
World says that the -Immigration ‘Bill 


migrants to the United States per annum, 
from any country, to 2 per cent. of the 
number of its nationals in the ‘United States 
at the period of the census of 1890. These 
proposals would limit the total number of 
immigrants yearly from all countries to 
169,000, instead of the 357.000 allowed at 
present. Great Britain (including Northern 
Ireland) and the Irish Free State would be 
allowed 62,658; Germany, 50,329; Sweden, 
9,761; Poland, 9,072: Norway, 6,653; Italy, 
4,089, and France, 4,078.”’ 

The Correspondent adds that if the Free 
State is given a séparate quota the British 
proportion will be reduced from 80,000 io 
52,000 for the coming fiscal year. 


OBITUARY. 


RIGHT REV. F. R. T. BALFOUR. 


After spending forty-eight years in mis- 
sionary work in South Africa, the Right Rev. 
Francis Richard Townley’ Balfour, . late 
Assistant Bishop of Bloemfontein, died en 
Sunday last at Ardvarna, Shankill, Co. 
Dublin, the residence of his sister. He was 
77 years of age, and retired from his charge 
only last year owing to failing health. 

Born at Sorrento, ltaly, he. was the second 
son of the late Blayney Tewnley Balfour and 
Elizabeth Catherine Reynell, of Townley 
Hall, near Drogheda. He was educated. at 
Harrow, Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
Cuddeson Theological College, Oxford. He 
received his M.A. degree in 1872, in which 
year he took deacon’s orders. He was 
ordained priest, in 1874, and had a curacy:in 
Buckingham till he went to Africa as chaplain 
to the Bishop of Bloemfontein in 1875. He 
held this latter position until 1882, became 
Canon of Bloemfontein in 1884, Archdeacon 
in 1901, and was consecra‘ed Bishop of Bloem- 
fontein in 1911 in St. George’s Cathedral, 
Cape ‘Tuwn. 

He was the Diocesan. Mission Chaplain. at 
Bloemfontein from 1880 to 1886, Rector of 
Harrismith, Orange. Free State, 1887-69; 
Chaplain to the British South Africa” Com- 
pany's Police on the pioneering . expedition 
from Bechuanaland to Mashonaland in 1890; 
Missionary in Mashonaland, 1890 to 1892; 
and Director of the Mission ‘at Sekubu, 
Basutoland, from 1894 to 1898. 

He was an earnest and indefatigable worker 
and earned tle esteem and regard of those 
among whom he laboured.

‘London (son of the late Colonel the Hon. H. 
E. Maxwell, D.8.0., Arley Lodge, Mount- 
nugent, Co. Cavan, and a cousin of Lord 
Farnham), for compensation in respect of the 
destruction .of- the mansions at Arle 
Fortlands, on the shores of Lough Sheelin, in 


and February, 1923. 

The claim in respect of Arley was £18,066, 
and that in respect of Fortlands £21,358. 
‘Mr, Serjeant Hanna, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. E. Js Duffy, State Solicitor for Co. 
Cavan), appeared for the Minister of Finance, 
in. opposition to the claims; and Mr. F. M. 
Breen, solicitor, for Cavan County Council. 

There was a big array of witnesses, the 
‘local branches of the Farmers’ Union having 
appointed a special Committee to collect 
evidence.on behalf of the ratepayers, who 
were also gwd represented. 

Mr. K. Dockrell (instructed by Messrs. 
Allen and Halpin, solicitors, Cavan), in open- 
ing the case, said that Captain Maxwell left 
Ireland in 1920. In September, 1922, large 
numbers of men began to descend on Arley 
and Fortlands like a swarm of locusts. The 
roofs of residences and outhouses were pulled 
off, the ceilings torn down, and the floors 
ripped up, until eventually the places were 
completely sacked and demolished. 
was nothing left but remnants of the fou- 
walls. 

Marble mantelpieces, panelled . doors, 
windows, ranges, grates, baths, and other 
articles were carried away, and trees and an 
ornamental shrubbery in the demesnes were 
cut down. 


HUNDREDS ENGAGED. 


“Certainly it is one of the most extra- 
ordinary cases of destruction,” counsel pro- 
ceeded, ‘“‘that has come to my knowledge, 
even An the circuinstances that wave rise to 
the passing of these special Acts. of Parlia- 
ment. Hundreds of men were engaged in the 
raids, which left the mansions at Arley and 
Fortlands like the destroyed buildings in 
Sackville street, Dublin 

“ Captain Maxwell received a letter a few 
days ago in London warning him not to come 
to Cavan in connection with these claims, 
and another necessary and matérial. witness 
got. a threatening letter yesterday. This 
would f° to show -that the body of. men re- 
sponsible for the depredations were. deter- 
mined to prevent, if they could, Captain 
Maxwell from getting even the smallest com. 
oe for the injury he suffered at their 
iands.”” 

A representative of the finm of Messrs. 
M‘Carthy and Co., ‘architects, Dublin, who 
made an examination of the wrecked man- 
sions, stated that there was not as much 
timber left in the: buildings at Arley ‘as 
would light an ordinary fire. 

His Honour—Were the houses destroyed by 
fire or by force? 

Mr. Dockrell—By force; they were liter- 
ally torn asunder, 

The witness said that it would take 
£17,000 to restore Arley and £17,391 to re- 
store Fortlands. 

Mr. Dockrell said that, having regard to 
what had happened, Captain Maxwell had 
no desire to resume Sc ns in Ireland, so 
that: the question of restoration would not 
arise. 

Joseph Bleakley, the Maxwell estate bailiff, 
stated that the men started to come to Arley 
and Fortlands in September or October, 1922. 
He. saw doors, windows, gtates, and. other 
articles going, “some to-day and some to- 
morrow,” and when he reported to Captain 
Maxwell he got. instructions and sold what- 
ever he could of the articles that were 
‘“* ataking.”’ | 

“When I started selling,” witness con- 
1inued, ‘‘ many people came in the daytime to 
buy the stuff. That was the excuse they 
made. I. sold the. stuff to anyone I could, 
and anyone I-could not selto: took it. That 
is straight. They took doors, windows. 
mantlepieces, grates, and floors that I did 
rot: sell.’’ 

Mr. Dockrell—How much did you get for 
ali the stuff you sold? 

Witness—-I got about £90. There was a 
bit of a slackening off then, but they re* 
started again in January or February. 1925, 
and were there night and day according to 
all accounts. I saw men carting away timber 
and slates from both places. 


VISITED BY ARMED MEN. 


Replying to further ‘questions, witness 
said:—About the 20th or 22nd January, 1925, 
I was visited by four men, armed with re- 
volvers, and they warned me that if I made 
any sales after the following Saturday, 
what they had in their hands would be 
emptied into me. They said that. they were 
going to take over charge of the place, and 
{ went there no more. The following Monday 
night armed men came to my house and 
took away all the accounts in connection with 
the sales. The entrance gates and’ railings 
at Arley and Fortlands were taken, and other 
gates in the demesne to the number of fifty 
or sixty, : 

Serjeant Hanna—Why did you not take 
steps to get protection for the property of 
your master? 

Witness—There was no protection in the 
country at the time, and you know that well, 

There were Civic Guard stations at Granard 
and Cavan? I was not going to venture my 
life by approaching the Civic Guard. 

Captain Maxwell stated that he was owner 
of the Maxwell estate of between 2,000 and 
3,000 acres. He left Ireland in 1920, and, 
getting no rents or income out of the estate, 
organised an orchestra in London. — 

Mr. Dockrell—Do you run the band your- 
self? 

Serjeant Hanna—I object. What has 
Captain: Maxwell’s band to do with these 
claims? 

His Honour disallowed the question. 

The applicant. further stated that he had 
not been in Ireland since 1920. In May, 
1922, there was an auction of furniture at 
Arley, and articles not sold were sent to 
Dublin to be stored. During the fishing 
season on. Lough Sheelin Fortlands was let 
at £40 a month. 

Serjeant Hanna—Up to 1920 ‘had any 
person spoken an unpleasant word to you? 

Witness—No. 

I am told that you and the family were 
always highly thought of in the community ? 
Yes; I think so. | | 


BOATHOUSE CARRIED AWAY. 


Kate Reilly, who said that she had been 
all, her life in the employment of the Max- 
well family, stated that in November, 1922, 
fourteen men came and took away the boat- 
house. They ordered her to. boil water .to 
make tea for them. The roofs were stripped 
and the grand gates were taken. There would 
be over 100 men cutting down trees in. the 
demesne, but when the military came they 
ran away, leaving: their tools behind them; 
the men were strangers to her. 

Serjeant. Hanna submitted that the appli- 
cant was not entitled to compensation’ by 
virtue of Section 9 of the Damage to Property 
Act, 1923, which stated that “ any ee 
for compensation under the Criminal Injuries 
| Acts in respect of an injury to which this 
Act applies shall be held disentitled to any 
com tion if it be proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the judge that the applicant con- 
nived at, assisted in, or actively facilitated 
the committal of the injury.”’ 

The bailiff, Bleakley, was the acknowledged 
agent of the applicant, who was bound by 
the actssof his agent unless the section were 
to: be rendered nugatory in the- case of an 
absent landlord. It was quite obvious that 
between October, 1922, and February, 1923, 
the bailiff was curry on a sale on. his 
own, and’ he had failed to produce any 
accounts.
